London, July 4.— The wedding of 
Princess Maud of Wales to l^rinc 
Oli.'irles of Denmark- has liiially Ijeen 
lixeil for July 22. Tlie (.itieen will at- 
to:iil. It has jiruct ituilly liewi decided 
that the yoniiL' couple will tfa\'er,sc Lon- 
don while on their way to Sandringhaiii, 
in order to enable the masses to greet 
them. The trousseau, which has been 
prepared by various Englisii and Irish 
houi-eH, is iilmost completed; the work 
has been under the personal supervision 
of the Princess of Wales, who liiia al- 
lowed a number of lady reporters to in- 
spect it. Tlie wedding gown is white 
satin, with a deep belt of silver enibioid- 
ery, Kimided with a delicate desiuu in 
hrilliantH. Tlie material was woven at 
•Spitalliolds. It would take columns of 
space to briefly deseribe the host of 
charming costumes, adapted to all occa- 
sions, which have been prepared for the 
popular Princess. These costumes are 
chiefly tailor-made, and include a bi- 
cycling costume'of fawn colored Vene- 
tian cloth with narrowish skirt, Imviiig 
little jiockets at the hem to hold shot, 
intended to keep the dress in place. 
Among the nnineroua hats is a leather- 
liued " Tam-o'-Shanter," in addition 
to a number of fancy straws for bicycling 
and walking. There are gloves in end- 
less variety, and hose of tinost silk with 
heatitilul designs in embroidery and 
open work, besides innumerable indoor 
veiling shoes and slippers of most deli- 
cate and beautiful material. One pair 
of .'-liiipers are wrought in brilliants. 
The number of outdoor shoes and gaiters 
is unusually large, and all leather shoes, 
either Bussian-or kid, have thick sules 
and low bjeels. Some of them are verv 
high, running up to 16 buttons for real 
hard worJci Each pair is fitted with 
light poliuhed boot-trees, brass plated, 
and engraved on the plates are the arms 
iind initials of the bride as Princess of 
Denmark. The Princess of Wales, 
among other gilts, has presented her 
datigliter with a superb circular Russian 
cape of purple velvet, lined throughout 
with the finest sable and having a deep 
sable collar. 

EXPENSIVE UoRSEPLESn. 

It appears that Mrs. Langtry, who ob- 
jected to Mr. Enoch AVishard's Mac- 

ijriggs being adjudged winner of the l.'iO 
sovereigns jjlate on Wednesday, on the 
ground that, the horse had won over fiOt) 
guineas in America and was theretoie 
not 1] ualilied to enter for that event. 
The objection, however, was overruled. 
.\s a coincidence, two of the most famous 
I'jimlisli Bttuls sold at auction this week 
and over e.xciled the racing world in 
iin.Kiety to obtain possession of one or 
more famous horses; hence unexpect- 
edly high prices were reached, and the 
influx of successful speculators in the 
cycling boom and African minoB, as well 
118 numerous foreign racing men, kept 
the game lively. In the late Colonel 
North's beat lot. Red Hand, a four-year- 
old chestnut horse, realized 5,365 guinea 
being bought by Mr. Bucker, who has 
made a fortune by the promotion of 
bicycling companies. The total sale 
protiuced 'il guineas for 51 animals 
The sale of the late J5aroii Hirscli's 
stud realized 47,1-1-1 guineas for 82 
horses. All the great racing magnates 
were at the sale; in atldition to the 
leiireseiitatives of iSIarlborough, Cur- 
zon. Lord Lonsdale and others, many 
foreign breeders were jiresent, seeiiiingly 
determined to secure mares, and tliey 
succeeded in obtaining several of them. 
One foreign bid was only a hniuhed 
guineas below the selling |irice of La- 
neche, 13,280 guineas, tliough this mare 
was only expected to realize from 8,000 
to 9,000 guineas. It appears that Sir 
T.atton Sykes, the apparent purchaser of 
Lafleche, named the price for the mare ; 
but Lady Sykes gave hatA Marcus 
Bereaford, who purchased her for Sir 
Tatton, carte blanche, and now it seems 
the lady's husband persists in his refusal 
to take Lnfleche. It looks therefore as 
though the famous mare of the late 
Haron llirstdi would be re-auctioned, in 
wtiich case Lord Marcus Beresford may 
have to Iind the difi'erence in price if he 
fails to realize as much as lie bouglit licr 
for. Incidentally, it is generally ad- 
mitted that the price paid for Lafleche 
was too high. The total realized for ten 
mares was 27,000 guineas. 

ANCIICNT AKTII.LKliY COMI'ANY, 

The programme for the visit of the 
Ancient ami Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Massachusetts to London has 
been slightly modilled. The trip to 
Henley has been abandoned for a trip to 
Windsor Castle. The reception commit- 
tee to meet the Bostonians at Liverpool 
on Tuesday is composed of six members 
of the London company and a civil com- 
mittee headed by Lord Colville, of Cul- 
rosB, On the occasion of the inspection 
at Marlborough House, guards of honor 
from the London company, with band 
and colors, will proceed via the Thames 
embankment, and the Bostonians will 
join them as they pass the Hotel Cecil ; 
the horse artillery and field batteries 
will each furnish a party of twenty men 
to keep the grounds at Marlborough 
House. 

The . Duchess of Marliiorougb continues 
to be the rage. She entertained ;i large 
house jiarly at Bleiilieim on Suiidiiy, in- 
cluding Mr. and Mrs. Henry White. On 
Wednesday Mr. and iMrs. White enter- 
tained the Duke and Duchess of York at 
dinner at their residence on Groavenor 



terrace. On Saturday Mr. and Mrs. 
White will visit the iManjuis of Salis- 
bury at llatlield, remaining there until 
.Monday. The United States ambassador, 
-Air. Thomas F. Jiayard, is to leave town 
July 20 for a yaclituig cruise along the 
coast of Scotland and to North Cape, on 
Sir John Pender's yacht. 

THE AGRICUI.rUHAL mi,i,. 

The parliamentary Htruggie over the 
ngricultural rating bill was the most 
bitterly contested since the days of Irish 
obstruction. lOven upon the tliini read- 
ing the opposition took the uiiu.^nal 
course of raising a set debate, Jlr. Heiirv 
A^:qtiitli. who was lionit? secretary in the 
Rosidiery cabinet, moving its rejeclimi. 
The bill is admittedly bad and calculated 
to do the Conservatives great lianii at 
tlie next idection. The urban constitu- 
encioHof tlu^ ConservalivcB demand a re- 
vision of the rules of the house, which 
Iiermit of a useless waste of time in ob- 
struction. The only redeeming feature 
of the debate was the admirable tatitand 
liiiiinesH of the Speaker, William Court 
thilly, who did not leave the chair 
througliout the night, and who in this 
Hitting proved himself to be a Speaker 
worthy to follow Mr. Arthur Welleslev 
Peele, now Viecount Peele.

British Pacific Seeking' a Cli utter— 
An Untimely Testiniouial 
fbr Mr. Laurier. 



The overloading of the sessional jiro- 
gramme and bad management have 
weakened the reputation of Mr. A. J. 
Balfour as a leader. Internal cabinet 
jealousies also have something to do 
with the government trouliles. They 
may serve, however, as a lesson for the 
future. A letter from Jlr. Gladstone is 
iniblished to-day denouncing the whole- 
ile increase of e.xpenditurea on nrnia- 
ments as wild, wanton and iJorilouB. but 
it fails to evoke any sympathy. Tlie jmb- 
lic is more moved by a serious article 
from the pen of Sir Charles Dilke, 
just published, predicting that Great 
Britain, single-handed, is destined to 
engage in a great struggle against Ger- 
many, Russia and France combined. 
The light, he claims, may come off at 
any time within a decade, ostensibly 
about Egypt, but really on account of 
jealousy of Great Britain's colonial ex- 
pansion. Therefore Sir Charted urges 
Great Britain to'hold herself free Irom 
any alliances which might .only prove 
illusive and devote herself to the devel- 
opincnt of her defences. 

The Spectator propounds the question 
as to what role America will play in such 
a strugKle ati'ecting colonial interests. 

Having sanctioned the acce])tance of 
the resignation of Cecil Rhodes, the gov- 
ern inent has now acquiesced in the op- 
|iositioii's demand for the appointment 
of a select committee of parliament to 
investigate the affairs of the British 
Chartered South Africa Comi)iiuy. Tlie 
government wanted a special judicial 
commission, and the ministers are 
blamed for yielding to Sir William Ver- 
non Harcourt in this matter. But the 
idea is that it will probably either com- 
pel the opposition to share the responsi- 
bility or throw on them any blame fur 
the dilatory inquiry, wdiicli is ex- 
tremely likely, as the committee cannot 
sit until next session. 

The revenue returns for the first quar- 
ter of the current fiscal year show an in- 
crease of .£l,tiU(i,UOO ($8,40S,000;, £1,000,- 
000 of which is derived from the extdse 
duties, indicating, it is claimed, that the 
prosperity of the working classes greatly 
exceeds the estimates of the Chaiuudlor 
of the Exchequer, Sir Jlicliael Hicks- 
Beacli. If this prosjierity is contiiiueii 
on the same scale there will be another 
good surplus for the government to de- 
vote to defences or other objects. 

The prospect of a general coal strike 
in lOngland is being discussed ; the em- 
ployers are trying to efTect a ten per 
cent, reduction in wages, and the miners 
of Derbyshire and Lancashire have 
already refused to accept the proi>o8ition. 
Such a strike would have a serious eli'ect 
u|)on the home railroads which have 
lately been enjoying a boom. 

A letter was read in a police court case 
on ThurBday from Canon Scott Holland, 
im|)lying compromising relations with a 
boy. The Canon to-day published a 
letter absolutely denying every immoral 
allegation suggested. 

At the Persian embassy in Loudon 
the ofKcials in charge have issued a de- 
nial of the report tliat an attempt was 
recently made to assassinate the new 
Shah. 

The American Theosophiats started 
their English campaign yesterday even- 
ing in the Queen's Hall in this city, and 
were cordially received. 

The Coventry Machinist Comoany, the 
oldest in the bicycle business, was to-day 
sold for X250,000. It gives the share- 
holders £18 for every ,£-1 IQs. share and 
lifty per cent, dividend. 

The recent suspensions of the English 
amateur atliletes, Bradley, Bacon, Bow- 
ner, Watkins, Blair and Crossland, by 
the Amateur Athletic Association, was 
in the nature of a thunderbolt in sport- 
ing circles. They were all entered for 
the amateur championships which were 
decided to-day. It is hoped thia will 
purify amateur athletics in England. 



IKiom Our Own Correspoudeut.) 
Ottawa, July -1.— The cabinet was in 
session nil this afternoon, and meeta 
a-a ill on Monday, so that the Liberals 
who are hankering for the flesh pots 
must possess their souls in iiatieuce for 
a few days more. In the meantime 
there is a great row on in the ( Irit camp 
here* over the matter of Irish Catholic 
representation, and the evident inten- 
tion of Mr. Laurier to shelve his 
old colleague lion. I{. W. Scott, 
to make way for one of his 
ljuebec friends, either Fitznatrick or 
Devlin. These are both voung and 
altogether untried men, while Senator 
Scott has given a lifetime to the service 
of the party, to which his name hits 
always contributed strength and re- 
spectability. He has been opposition 
leader in the Senate since he went out 
with Mr. Bluckenzio and Mr. Laurier in 
1878. His friends here are vigorously 
exerting themselves on Senator Scott's 
behalf, and are writing letters to the 
Grit organ the Free Press recalling bis 
party services and urging that in his old 
age he should not be overlooked in the 
distribution of political honors. 

Mr. Templeman's desire for a portfolio 
under Mr, Laurier will not he met, ac- 
cording to latest information, as British 
Columbia is to be left out in the cold 
altogether. A seat is to be found for 
Clifford Sifton, of Manitoba, who will 
represent the territory between Lake 
Superior and the Coast. 

Sir Cliiirles Tapper lakes great interest 
ill the election lecoiints, and looks for 
further Conservative gains in that con- 
neclion. He says the cabinet have not 
considered the matter of jiostjjoning the 
meeting of parliament, but that it could 
quite properly be deferred bv whatever 
government might bo in power. 

Notice is given that the British Pacific 
Railway Company will apply for Do- 
minion incorporation at the coming ses- 
aion of parliament. 

The election of twenty-five members 
of parliament is gazetted to-day. 

Two of Laurier's prospective cabinet 
ministers were in town vesterdav, 
Mesara. Mulock of Toronto and BordJii 
of Kings, Nova Scotia. Tlieii marked 
tjood spirits indicated their own faith in 
the rejjorts that they are to be called. 

A subscription has been started to 
purchase Mr. Laurier a house here. 
JIanufactnrers and contractors are not 
to be exchided from the list of sub- 
scribers, and if the intended recipient of 
the gift were a Conservative minister 
with the jMitroiiage of the Dominion at 
bis dispoBul the Grits would be found 
shouting that the gift was in anticipa- 
tion of favors to come. They doubtless 
know best what would influence them. 



ACCIDENT ON THE C.P.E. 

Brakesman Killed— Eight Cars of Tea ana 
One of Coal Thrown Into the Water. 



Vancouvkb, July 4.— (Special) — A re- 
port was widely circulated to-day that 

there had been a serious accident on the 
C.P.K. As the rumor was somewhat 
iiidelinite an otlicial report of the acci- 
dent was asked for at the Divisional 
Superintendent's oflice. Thoreportwas 
to the effect that near No. 1 (Farr's) 
tunnel the high water bad filtered 
through the dump and left it 
looking all right, but as soon 
as tbe engine of a freight train 
going East last night with a cargo from 
an Oriental steamer struck the weak 
spot the eoKine sank and was derailed, 
carrying a train into the water, which 
included eight cars of tea and one of 
coal. Ldward Dearnier, a brakesman, 
was killed, and lingineer Caiey and 
i'lrenian Coughlin were slightly injured. 
Half the freight will be saved. K'os. 1 
and 2 piissenger trains got over the bad 
spot ail right yesterday and the track is 
now all right. The other trouble on the 
line from the slide, etc., is at an end. 

The water is falling in tbe river and

STILL IN DOUBT. 



Board of Health Fail to Keacli 
Decision Itcgardiugr 
Ur. Dnucaii. 



Besolutiou and Aincudmcut Yotcd 
Down After a Three Hours' 
J3iscussioii. 



The city council, sitting as a board of 
health met again yesterday to contiino 
their investigation of the charges made 
against I'r. Geo. II. Diim-an. There 
no wilncssi's cidlod, iiiid aa Aid. 
l'artri(l};n and Wilson were aiisent Aid. 
Glover saiti that if there was nothing 
more to do than to dispose of the case, 
he would move an adjournment so as to 
enable the full hoard to he present when 
a decision was reached. 

Ah;. Humphrey, Cameron and Mac- 
uiillan wanted to go ahead, while Aid. 
Williams suKgested that as there was 
nearly always a full nit'etin<; of alder- 
men on Monday niKht it might bu jjos- 
sible to have a meeting then just be- 
lore the council meeting. 

Jt telephone iiiessiine was sent for 
Aid. I'nrtridtre, Imt as that failed to 
liiirij,' liiin Aid. (.ilover's motion was put 
ami lost, the mover, Aid. ^V illititus and 
TiiirkH voting; for it. 

Al[>. MAiii iiANT then moved the fol- 
lowing^ resi.diition : 

■' Whereas certain statements affeet- 
iufj; tlie (UitieH of the medical ollicer were 
I)ul)lialie(i in the \'icl(ji-ia Daily Time.s 
on .Tune 2i), ISlKi, and wherea.s the said 
medical otiieerilid upon investif;nlioii bv 
the board oi health aihnit the aaid state- 
ments to lie Hubstantially eorreid, whilst 
claimiii); thai siiieh coiid net aa described 
did not imperil the health of the city; 
and whereas, in the opinion of the board 
of health the medical health officer did 
by each conduct openl): violate the rules 
and regulations made by the said medi- 
cal health officer and ajiproved by the 
board of health, to the iletrinient of tlie 
city of Victoria ; and whereas, tlie Mayor 
as tiie chief executive odicer of the cor- 
poration on .'Saturday, June 1, ditl ex- 
iiresaly forbid the violation of said ndes 
and regulations when the (luestion was 
raised by tlie said medical health otlicer 
in conversation with the, Mayor; there- 
fore bo it resolved, that the council re- 
(lueat the medical health olUcer to resign 
bia olliee under the corporation, euidi re- 
Bigiiation to take ellVi't on or before 
iSatLirdny. .1 aly ! i , ISiiil," 

Aid. Iluinpiirey was tlie seconder and 
Aid. Cameron emlorsed it as theoalv 
consistent couise for tin; hoard to l,ake, 
Gi.ovKK admitted that it would 
have been better if Dr. Duncan had not 
allowed ttie men to leave the isolation 
hospital in view of the mayor's instruc- 
tions, but Dr. Duncan was acting within 
his prerojiative, as section 10 of the 
health by-law gavc^ the medical health 
otiicer di8cri!tioii in the matter if tlii're' 
was no danger to the pulilic in lettinft a 
suspect out. The only leatuii' aL'ainat 
■jhe doctor was tli(: uniyoi-'n ordei s, and 
as Dr. Daneaii bail previousi r always 
done his ihiiy well this particular iii- 
stance iiiig.'il, lie overlooked. 

.\i,D. TiAUKs look ihe view that as Or. 
])uncaii's action wa.s not det riment:' I lo 
the beallb of the eily he would viK; 
against thf n^solution. Thongii In-. 
Dunca'i slioiilil have acled on tlie may- 
or's order si, he had power todootber- 
■wise. 

Ald. JI.^cmillan concurred in the re- 
solution, holding that Dr. Duncan bud 
endangered the health of tliK city liy his 
action. 

Ald. Williams remarked that trreat 
stress seemed to be laid ou the fact that 
a suspect iiad been alluvved to go out of 
the isolation hospital, though it was 
known that last year some had been al- 
lowed to go in the same way and nolbing 
was thonght about it, The man had 
been projjerly fumigated and, as the 
letterfi of medical men showed and also 
Dr. Diiiican'p testimony, there had not 
been the least danger to the public 
health. The ptdilic in the [last bad 
looked up(jn the (•ouncil as too fond of 
Betting tlienis(dves up as authorities 
against their professional men and cd 
interfering with them. The council 
bad no right to pose as ineilical authori- 
ties. The board coidd not hut admit 
that since Dr. Duncan had been health 
officer there bad been no recurrence of 
the smallpox epidemic of some years 
ago. He had simply stamped the dis- 
ease out. 

Ald. Marciiast while admitting that 
it was unwise to interfere with profes- 
sional men, held that Dr. Duncan had 
broken the very regulations ho had laid 
down. 

.■\i,ii. Williams replied th.at the re2;u- 
lations did not stale that all siis]>-i-is 
must he isolated. The health by-law 
gave the doctors discretion. 

The Mavok did n<jl consider that the 
resolution in its jiresent ioriu should he 
put as it eiidorseil the wholeof thestate- 
ment in the Times, which was not ac- 
curate. I'or instance, in rfdeasing the 
man, Dr. Duncan had notaeted ('ontrary 
to the law, for, as a matter of fact, the 
liealth by-law gave the medical health 
oflicer discretion in the nuitjer. What 
Dr. Duncan did do was to disregard his 
(the Mayor's) wish that the men be de- 
tained for the period of incubation. Dr. 
Duncan had acted very indiscretely but 
liad not broken a rule or regulation. 
"With regard to the resolution, the board 
should bear in mind that Dr. Duncan 
had been a very vigilant health offitrer, 
though lie had in this instance acted im- 
])rudently. 

Aid. ISIarchant, after some discussion, 
agreed to amend his resolution as 
follows : 

" Whereas certain etateinonts all'ecting 
the duties of the medical hea' oflicer 
were published in the V'icton.. Daily 
Times on dune 2',)lh, ISSKi, and whereas 
the said inedii'al health odice upon in- 
vestigatiou by the board of health ad- 
mits the first paragraph in the Ktate- 
ment to be suhatantiall.v correct, w hilst 
claiming that such conduct as described 
did not imperil the health of the city, 
and whereas the Mayor, ns the chief ex- 
ecutive oflicer of the corporation, on Sa- 
turday, .Tniie 19th, ordered the confine*' 
ment oi the suspects at the Isolation hos- 
pital when the (piestion was raised by 
the said medical health oflicer in conver- 
sation with thoMayor. Therefore, he it 
resolveil, that the council reipiestlhe 
medical lieallb oflicer to resign liisoliicc 
under the corjioration, Hurli r.S'gmiiimi 
to take ellecton cir before Saturday, -lulv 
lllh, 1805."

moved, seconded by Aid. Glover: 
Whereas it is evident from the in- 
fornuition laid before the i)o.-.rd that the 
medical health otlicer ilid noi, act con- 
trary to the health by-law as published 
in the Times newspaper, hut had on the 
other band acted strictly according; to 
the power given him by the health by- 
law: therefore we do not think the 
matter of sudicient importance to be 
further considered by, the full board. 
The medical health officer admits he 
overlooked the order of the .Mayor; 
therefore it is now a (]ueHtion for His 
Worship the .M.iyor to deal with and 
that the (|iiestion he left in llu? .Mayor's 
hands to ileid w ith as he thinks most 
advantageous to the public interest.'' 

In support of this amenilment Aid. 
Williams held that Dr. Diuican not hav- 
ing exceeded liis powers under the beallb 
bydaw the only thing against him was 
his not cai/ying out the Mayor's ordlsr. 
Oonsetiuenlly it was strictly a matter for 
the Mayor to deal with. 

The amendment was put and lost, 
Aid. WilliauLS, Tiarks and Glover voting 
for it, and Al(if Cameron, Hutnphrey, 
Macmillan and Marchant aeainst it. 

Aid. Marchant's resolution was then, 
put. Aid. Cameron, Humphrey, Macmil- 
lan and -Marchant Voting for it, and Aid. 
U'illiams, Tiarks and Glover against. 
The Mayor, exercising bis right, voted 
against the resolution, which was there- 
fore lost. His Wor.ship explained that 
he yoteti against the resolution, as he 
led action deferred till a full hoard 
was iiresoid. There was nothing to j)re- 
:it the Tcsoliitioii being broiuht up 
again.

We infer from our Ottiiwii correspond 
ent's telegram of yesterday that there is 
a Kood (leal of dissension within the Grit 
party relative to the division of tlie 
spoils. Mr. Lanrier doea not find it very 
easy evidently to satisfy hi.s siipporlera 
in tlie ilifferent provinces astowlio shall 
repruiuiit llieiii in tlie cabinet. This was 
to be expected. Tli-J Grits have been so 
long out of office and have been so ex 
oeedingly hungry for place that they 
have formed an Inordinate idea of the 
advantages to be derived by individual 
party workers from tiie accession of their 
party to power, (.irits wlio see, or think 
tlicy sec, a seat in tlic Cabinet within 
their reiich are naturally a good deal 
excited, and exceedingly jealous of those 
who consider that they also have claim 
to the coveted |)lace. W'e undertake to 
eay that when Mr. Laurier has delinituly 
settled who are to he his colleai,'ue3 in 
the s^Dverninent he will liave made iiiiite 
a number of detidly enemies who will 
not be appeased by s weet speeches and 
flattering attentions. "Hell hath no 
fnry," the poet says, "like a wonian 
scorned." If he knew much about poli- 
tician.'^, their ambitions, their aspira- 
tions, and their jealousies, he would 
have suhslituted lor the last lour 
words of the line 'Mike a jKU-tisan 
slighted." There will be heartburn- 
ings and bitter revilings among 
the leading Grits, and the feeling 
whicdi causes them will not bii the less 
fierce and acrim<jnious because dis- 
cretion Jreijuires the discontent to he for 
a while, at any rate, concealed. 

We trust, however, that one of the 
■consequences of the violent straggle for 
office will not be to deprive British Col- 
umbia of her representation in the Cab- 
inet. There is reason to fear that rather 
than make bitter enemies and to con- 
tinue dissension in the party Mr, Lan- 
rier may consiiler it prudent not to iiuike 
an ap])oiiitinent for British Coluiiibia at 
all. If lie acts in otlice ua he has out of 
otHce he will refrain from coming to a 
decision on a difficult and unpleasant 
subject as long as he possibly can; 
he will be more intent upon 
lindiiiK ])lausible excuses for de- 
lay than reasons to justify 
prompt action. The claimants should 
see to it that their light for office does 
not cause the interests of the province to 
lie sacriliced. 

IS't is amusing lo notice the impatience 
wi'.b which the nink and file of the 
Cirits are waiting for the resigiuUion of 
.Sir Charles Tupiier. They will wonder 
by-and-bye whatthey wereexcited about. 
The change of Government will have no 
influence that can be perceived on their 
fortunes. Things, as far us they are 
concerned, will go on in the old way. 
Anything good that the tioveninienl has 
at its disposal will go to others, who, of 
course, did nothing to deserve it, and 
they will be compelled to say " it* makes 
no kind of difTerence to us which party 
is in power. Wo were, in fact, better 
off when the Tories, whom wo op- 
posed, were in oflice than we are 
now when the iii bends whom wo 
voted for and worked hard for hold the 
reins of power." The great bulk of the 
Grits, W8 venture to say, will after a 
little while talk in this way to them- 
selves and their intimate friends, for 
they will bo sure to And that the fine 
things they were to liavo and the bene- 
ficial clmnges that were to come when 
their friends were elevated to jiower 
e.<iated nowdioro but in their o.'ceited 
imnginationg. They will learn' by ex- 
perience, perhaps unpleasant, that the 
" change " they longed for and helped to 
bring abput had nothing gopi^ in it for 



IT IS NOT IN HIM. 

" Dear INIr. Laurier," writes an ad- 
mirer of the Grit leader, "give us a 
strong Government." That is precisely 
the sort of Government that Mr. Lau- 
rier cannot give the country. He is, to 
begin with, not a strong man. He is, as 
far as lie is known , very much the re- 
verse of strong. Ho has, as Mr. Tarle 
said twenty years or so ago, no settled 
principles. He is the weakest kind oi 
an Opportunist. Look at his course on 
the trade question. Has it been that of 
a strong man conscious of bis strength'.' 
He has made the complete circle from 
protection to ])rotection through various 
iiiodilicationH of free trade. Sir 
llichard Oartwiight is a strong man, 
and if he had the country with 
him would give it a strong Government. 
Compare his course on the trade ques- 
tion with that of the man the exigencies 
of polities require him to call his chief. 
Was there ever a more striking con- 
trast '.' 

}\lr. Laurier cannot give the country a 
strong Government for the simple rea- 
son that ho is a political leader without 
a policj'. .V (ii)verniiient that has no 
well deflned jKilicy cannot imssibly he 
strong. Mr, Laui-ier's correspondent 
looks to hi. 11 for an honest (.ioveriiiiieiit. 
Mr. Mackenzie was ii stnmg man. He 
had a will of iron, and he could pur- 
sue the course which he believed to 
be the right one no matter who 
ojiposed him or what obstacles 
stood ill his way. Yet we 
liave his own word for it that it required 
all his sti'eiigth of mind, of jirinciiile and 
of character to keep the (.irits from rob- 
bing the Treasury. In fact the task 
proved too much for him and ho broke 
down in trying to perform it. II ow 
would Mr. Laurier, the friend and snp- 
jxii ter uf Mei-cier and his lellow-boiid- 
Icrs, ai't in sucb a jiosition'.' Would he 
fiu'lit against the boodlers until bolli 
bodily and mental health failed himV 
We shuli see. He will be tried, and 
that sorely, for the Grits are as hungry 
and as unprincipled in 1806 as they weie 
ill 1,S76. If it is in Mr. Laurier to give 
till' Itominion a strong (lovernment he 
will prove a very dillerent man in jiower 
to what ho has been in opposition. 
Laurier is supple, bat not strong.

OPPOSITION 

W'c are glad to see that defeat has not 
discouraged the true Conservatives of 
the Dominion. They are in good spiriti 
and arc waiting with amused e-Kjiecta 
tion to se j what use the Grits are goiii' 
lo make of their victory. They are 
gratilied to observe that the sensible 
sujijjorters of the Ciovernnient that is 
soon to be are bound to permit as few 
changes of policy as jjossible to be made. 
They Bmile good-humoredly when they 
observe the change that has come over 
the Grits with regard to the trade ques- 
tion. The sheriff with a search warrant 
could hardly find one honest, practiciil 
free trader among them. The men 
who were perpetually talking about 
free trade and the womleriul 
advantaaes of a tarilT for revenue only 
have disapjioared as if by magic. 'J'he 
men who e.Kjiect to beai the responsi- 
bility of oHice in a few days talk sooth 
ingly about tariff changes. Tliey are to 
be brought about gradually and in sucl 
a way aa to hurt no one's business. 
This is what Mr. Laurier said in Mon- 
treal on the 20th ult. : 

\ great task had now to be performed 
by the new lifjvernment. Agriculture 
was depressed and would have to he 
fostered. The tarili' had to be modilied 
and the school (juestion to be settled. 
Although the question had been before 
the country for six years, he did not 
despair of settling that grave difticully 
to the satisfaction of the Dominion and 
along the lines of toleration and of good 
will. As for the fiscal policy of the new

Government, Hon, Mr. Laurier said that 
they were reformers and not revidii- 
tionists, and the work ot modifying the 
tarili" would be gradually accomplished, 
o as not to interfere with the trade of 
the country. 

Nothing is here said about free trade 
as they have it in England, nothing even 
about a revenue tariff. The patient is 
to be operated upon, but the surgeon as- 
sures him be is not going lo be burl. 
Th(!re is nothing now about applying tlii' 
remedy furnished by tiie (Jonstitution 
to the obdurate Ma,nitobans to its fullest 
extent. From what the coming Premier 
says about his policy it la fair to con- 
clude that it would require one of Sam 
V\'eller's niiignifying glasses to dis- 
tiagui.sh what is to be the (iiit policy 
from what has for many years been the 
liey of the Conservative jiaily. The 
(irits, from their leader downwards, by 
their cautious and very moderate utter- 
ances with respect to the course they 
are to pursue on the aubjects which have 
been made the issues at the polls, are 
without a|)pearing to be conscious of 
what they are doing j)aying the 
Conservative Government the high- 
cat possible compliment. They 
all talk as if they could sec 
nothing to reform in the policy which 
the present Government and its imme- 
diate in-edeccsanrs have been jiursuing. 
It is therefore no wonder that the de- 
foated Conservativea are in good heart 
and that they take a cheerful view of 
the course which as a loyal and active 
Ojjposition they are to pursue. 

The Montreal CJazetto is pleased with 
the jirospeclH of the Conservative jiarty. 
In its issue of the 27th it says:

The 
party will be hothogeheous. The ques*! 



tion that divide it wheia it'wasin power 
has been taken out of its hands, b:f the 
people whose interests it sacrificed 
itself for. The Manitoba school 
ditlietilty with all its ugly features 
is now Mr. Laurier's. Mo has the 
choice of displeasing euch of his Quebec 
followers as are sincere in their desire to 
aid the Manitoba minority, or of liroaU- 
ing the alliance with the McCartbyites, 
which enabled him to wm so many seats 
in (!)ntario. Mr, t_-;reenway's relusal to 
melt before his sunny ways will force 
him to choose one of the evils. The 
Conservatives have but to aland together 
and they will not only hold their own, 
but will gradually win hack their old 
strength. There was no pojjular con- 
demnation oi the principle of tarid' pro- 
tection in the result of the election of 
Tuesday last. In the l^rovince of (.Que- 
bec, where .Mr. Laurier has the whole 
of his majority, the iiulustrial aentiment 
of the people is piotectionist. Liberal 
candidates who won by ao large majori- 
ties as Aid. Prefontaine and Aid. 
Dupre recognized this in their 
speeches.

Wliat Some Mines Have Kealized 
Advice to Investors in Miuint;: 
Enterprise. 



IConTiii'oiiT, July 1.— (Special) — Uoiu- 
morcially Northport has euddenly as- 
sumed first place in the relations be- 
tween CaiKidii iiiid the United States. 
A corps of Amoriean and Canadian 
customs oflii-era are located liore to 
superviKe tlio eoiiiineruoof the two coun- 
tries, and they are the hardest worked 
government officials I know of. Stages, 
steamboats and trains ply daily between 
here and important centres in Kritish 
Columbia; and stages, steaniljuutti and 
trains are crowded to overllowing. TI;o 
trip iH) the Columbia river from hert.' to 
lievelatoke on the Canadian Pacific I 
liave written on in previous letters. I 
Jiave tried to give an idea of its euclmtit- 
ing ftUil indescribable Ijoauty, for I 
would tjladly brilijj here the lovers of the 
pictui'es<(Ue and Kiililiine, lliat. tliey 
may loani to wor-ihij) the won- 
ders of this glorious country. The 
lovers of nalural Hcen-ry will come in 
lime. But they liavc not como as yd. 
The proi5 1 lector, the gold-seeker, tlie 
specuiiitor, (lie capitalist, the iionie- 
seekur, the adventurer, ami the niollev 
crowd tliat niiiihter lo the wants and 
luxuries of a new coniniunity, are rush- 
ing into British Columbia now. These 
are tlie pioneers of the most fascina- 
tingly beautiful region on God's green 
^rth. I never visit this country but 1 
become da«ed as I contemplate nature's 
unveiled charms and its boundless hid- 
den treasures. 

I have just rot m-neii from a most in- 
teresting tour of t.lio mining district. On 
Sunday I explored Keii mountain on the 
back of a (•ayuse, and was utterly aaton- 
ishcil at all \ saw and heard. Two years 
ago Ked mountain was a wilderness, 
where a lew hopefuls were delvioL' 
for riciu'H that might never 
come, liut, tlie slopes of Jted 
Mountain to-day are not only a busy 
liive of industrial activity, hut scores of 
comfortable homes anil neat cottages 
already nestle on the hill sides and 
shelter joyous and hai)py families. The 
sweet voices of children an<l their merry 

I)ealsof laughter were glad music to the 
Leart of the traveller. Moreover, as we 
passed by those neat cotta^^es on the 
War Eagle ground ttie strains of instru- 
mental music were ^vafled to our ears, 
mingled witii the sonijs of some light 
liearted maidens, to wliom life is still 
loiiiantic. Thus childhood, innocence, 
youth and roiiuuice are already perched 
here on the slopes of this mountain, and 
here also are the sweet and siniplo 
pleasures wliicli are the true salt and 
savor of life, and which are the heritage 
of thf! poor and the lowly as well aa of 
the great and famous. 

The truth is, the enterprise of the 
mining spccidator is ever creating oj)- 
portunitiea for the toiling masses of 
mankind, for to those with strong arms 
and stout hearts mining furnishes llie 
most profitable Held for labor. Wealth 
and fortune has come to many and will 
come to more from the overflowing rich- 
es of these mines ; but far better is the 
large and proiitable employment they 
will give to tlie multitude wfiose fate i t 
is to earn their bread in the sweat of 
their brow. But to return to my sub- 
ject. 1 have had long consultations with 
inining engineers of world-wide re|)Uta- 
tiou, who arc there representing London 
and Paris i-apital, and I can state «ith 
the iitinosl coiilideiice and assurance 
that within a rai luiH uf a dozen miles of 
JvDsbIiuuI nalure has deposited more 
golden stoic for Ibe use and benefit of 
niankiiiil tliau in any similar area on the 
globe. Let iiie not for one moment 
be umlerstood to siiy that f <rtnne waits 
on every inun who hies him 
to RoBsland. It is not Ijy any means 
the Eldorado of the poor man. The gold 
is locked in the bowels of the earth in a 
rock harder than adamant, and it takes 
lots of money, of labor, and of machinery 
and time to extract Iheliidden wealth. 
That it is there in fabulous and Incon- 
ceivable quantities is beyond dispute. 

I saw 1300,000 of ore iyinu' on the 
dump of the Le Roi awaiting shi]>ment, 
and the suiierinLeiiileot of that wonder- 
ful properly assures iiiu that as soon as 
his mining and shipjiing facilities are 
complete he will take .f:^, 000, 000 a year 
in gold out of the Le Hoi mine. The 
War Eagle, wdiicli was bought with 
three other properties two years 
ago for $lo,()(lll, has just been sold tj 
a London company for over a nnllion. 
The Iron Mask was om; of the properties 
then thrown in as a bait to induce some 
mining 3i)ecnlators to buy the War 
Kagle for $ir),()00. Now the Iron Mask 
fetches ^500,000 from iiritish capitalists 
for they know that they can make mil 
lions out of it. A little over a vea.r ago 
Colonel John Nf. Burke bought the Great 
Western and (iolden Chariot for $12,00(1. 
It was thought then a wild and extrava- 
gant speculation, but a few weeks ago 
f2r)0,000 was refuseil for that property. 
It is now luanugeil and controlled bv 
Mr. Barr, of Colorado, and he says that 
onacconntof new iliHcoveries he will not 
sell under million figures. I spent .Sun- 
day on the slopes of lied Mountain, 
noting, massing facts, and trying to 
draw ilwluctioiis from all 1 saw ami 
learned, but 1 am still utterly at sea. 

From the Xickel Plate on the bottom 
of lied mountain to the View on the 
crest of it are a series of cuts and shafts 
and tunnels exposing rich ore all over 
the mountain. The Nickel Plate people 
at a depth of 140 leet are taking out $242 
lock, and the vein has widened out from 
a few inches on the anrfaco to three feet 
at the bottom of the shaft. The View, a 
mile and a half above on the mountain 
Bide, is mining iflJO in the face of their 
tunnel. Lying liotwoen tlie View and 
the Nickel Plate are the St. Mlmo, the 
Cliir, the Ked idouiitain, the PilL'rim, 
the War Kagle, the Lo Hoi and Centn; 
Star, It is absolutely impossible 
to place a value on ai.'.y one of 
these pro])erties, in the light of the 
e.'itraordinary ikn-elopiiients hourly 
taking place. Take the Red Mountain 
m ft type of tliu untlGveloped properties. 
I traced a ledge of ore through this claim 
for 1,600 feet. At plaeoa some of the ore 
in tbia ledge bus come to the surface, 
and it assays 10 per ceut, copper and *S 
in gold. Tlieyare driving^t| Jiun.nel in 



on this ledge to catch the ore body at a 
depth of 200 feet, and when they stiike 
that ore body they will have another Le 
Roi. Moreover, on thta claim, 1,500 feet 
square, they have four parallel ledges. 
To the east is the City of Spokane and 
the C. C. Recently in the latter 
claim, at a depth of fifteen feet, the 
workmen umujvered seven feet of solid 
sulphide ore that assays |(i8 to the ton. 
I have no doubt but this is the same 
vein as that of the Red .Mountain, and 
if it lie along that, ledge are properties 
thai will cast the Le Roi, War l-'.agleand 
li-nn Mask in the shade. 

The day before I examined what I 
must call the Central groupof the camp, 
beginning at the .Sunset and Nest h'gg 
and ending with the Palo Altij, 8an 
.loaquiu, and Commander and Vulcan. 
Many whose judgment is worth respect 
|)ro))iiesied that tills central belt would 
prove valueless, but the develoi)ments 
all go to show that this central belt is 
equally rich with the wonderful north- 
ern belt. On the San JoaquiUj a few 
feet from the Palo Alto, they are sinking 
on a narrow vein, but the ore in this 
vein ran as high as .$250 to the ton in 
gold. Some of the ledge matter goes $7S 
in gold, and this fact jjroves that the 
ledfic known as the Palo .Vllo ought to 
ilevelo|i into one of the ver_\ richest of 
the camp. This ledu'e is clearly t racetl 
for fully a mile to the west, wl.erii it is 
expused by a railroad cut on the Pirc I'dy 
ground. 

In coinpany with Captain .lohn Irving 
and Mr. Monroe, of N'ictoria, 1 visited 
the Lily May, the /ilor and the Deer 
Park, which are all on the south bell. 
The Lily Mav and Zilor are two very 
promising properties, but the Deer Park 
is probably the great mine of the Trail 
country. There are immense ledges of 
i o|)per and irim sulphide cutting through 
the mountain. These ledges are fromtiO 
to 100 feet wide, and the ore iiiimediately 
below the surface assays fi-um a tiaic to 
iflO in gold. All the experience of this 
camp has been jjoorgold assays near the 
surface, especially with big ledges, where 
the gold has been leached through the 
percolating of water. And if this be 
true of tlie Deer Park anil gold value in- 
creases with depth this mine will be- 
come probably the greatest mine on 
earth. Pour hundred feet from the 
main ledge the south ledge is being de- 
veloped on the Deer I'ark claim. On 
this vein a cross cut is run througli ten 
feet of ore that assays $12 in gold and $o 
i oi)per, and this ledge alone would be 
enough to make a great mine. The de- 
velopments of the Beer Park are being 
watched with the greatest interest, for 
they will settle orce and for all whether 
these immense fissures that cut the 
Trail country from the Columbia riverto 
the head watei-s of Trail creek contain 
rich gold deposits, no matter on wbiidi 
side of the creek they are located. There 
are proljably tsvelve such fissures, and 
they are being carefully worked and 
prospected. 

It is certain that places will 1)(! found 
along these fissures which will prove 
barren and worthless. Volcanic dis- 
turbance or tlie pinching of the fissure 
will either have prevented the secretion 
of gold in paying nuantities or have de- 
stroyed the possibility of extracting it 
witli profit. But sufficient evidence is 
now present to demonstrate the fact 
that more gold will be dug out of those 
fissures within this generation than the 
golden land of Australia has yielded up 
to date. Investors in these Trail prop- 
erties shiiuld lie careful to see that their 
money be not sunk in the barren or 
broken places I refer to. There never 
was a milling country tbatafrorded such 
opportunities for reaping a golden har- 
vest out of the prolits of legitimate min- 
ing, but tliere is and will tie a good deal 
of dastardly speculation. 1 have already 
seen several blocks of worthless mineral 
land palmed oil' on the unsuspecting 
))ublic as mines. It is useless to rail at 
and denounce such wildcat business, for 
the public seem to have an infinite capa- 
city of gullibility in mining matters. 
They like things cheap, and that is the 
bait of the wildcat performer. English 
and French capitalists have their agents 
on the spot to buy up good claims, and 
the public should knovv that they have 
no chance now of getting a good tliiiiL' 
for little money. 

Those who want to speculate in mines 
had best entrust their money to mining 
men of lout; expiuience and well known 
probity. I f they do, they are safe and 
liable to obtain big prolits. I have inr.\- 
dentally mentioned the jirojierties in 
Trail that are certain of great results, 
and f could safelv add to tliis list such 
properties as the Crown Point, the Flor- 
ence, the Jumbo, the Josie, the May- 
flower, the Monte Christo, the Evening, 
the Columbia and Kootenay, the lOureka 
Consolidated, the West Le Roi and.Iosie 
and the Georgia. The Homestake and 
the Lee and Maid of Erin ilre also cer- 
tain to make mines, but they havi> been 
woefully mismanaged, and until they are 
reorganized I should advise that they be 
left sevendy alone. The I'hireka Con- 
solidated has an ugly law suit on its 
hands, and so has l he Pilgrim. In Ijotli 
instiinces it is a solid case of blackmail. 
It is an atteniptoii the partof fraudulent 
and dishonest iiuui to get [lossession of 
mining iiro|ierty of great value, not by 
discovery or jiurchase but by some legal 
technicality or error on the part of the 
rightful (owners of the property. Claim 
iumjiing and fraud of this kind should 
Ije made a jienal oU'enso, as it is in Am- 
traliii. 

P'rom Kossland I rode with United 
States Dei'uty Collector .Moloney to the 
lop of (Irouse Mountain. 1 had heard a 
great deiil of the discoveries made there 
since the Reservation was opened. It is 
just on the bonlers of the two countries. 
The mountain is cut by ledges Biniilar in 
character to those of the Trail country. 
One of these ledges I traced for fullv 
L',000 feet along the mountain side. It 
is of immense width, and it shows cop- 
per and iron sulphide ore mixed with 
ledge matter. I should like to see a 
couple of hundred feet of development 
work done on this ledge. Till that is 
done I can give no statement about the 
future of Grouse Mountain. I shall re- 
servo comment on other properties in 
the Reservation till I have carefully 
gone over the ground. I aiii 
inundated with fabulous reports 
of ricli strikes made there, but I 
shall tell of them when I see them first. 
1 am going from here across the reserva- 
tion iind u|) to Boundary, and I will give 
your readers a synopsis of what I see and 
find during my tri|). 

Now, as to the town of Rossland, let 
me say that the hotel accommodation is 
all that could be desired. From Spo- 
kane to Rossland by rail and by steam- 
boat takes about ten hours, and it is a 
trip that will be instructive and protit- 
ablo. Spokane, of course, can be reached 
from the east lind west by the Northern 
Pacific and frotn the south by the 0. R. 



A N. Travellers, however, must not 
expect the palatial railroad service 
of the Northern Pacific on the 
Columbia & Western from Trail 
to Bossland. That is a narrow 
eauge railroad, "bent on coining money 
for Mr. Heinze, of Butte. It is doing 
that ; but I would strongly recommend 
Mr, Heinze to improve his car service 
before Mr. D. C. Corbin makes connec- 
tion with Rossland from here. Mr. Cor- 
bin, of the Spokane Falls and Northern, 
is pushing his road up Sheei) Creek and 
into -Ro-ishinil as fast as men and money 
can do it. lie will also briilge the Col- 
umbia riudit here, so that Rossland will 
then be but seven hours' trip from .Spo- 
kane. Wlien that is done Roaslaiiil will 
fast becpine the bigcest, most prosperous 
and richest city in the Province of Brit- 
ish Columbia." P. A. G'Faiikell.

TonoNTo, .Inly 4.— There is a growing 
feeling of resentment against the poli- 
tioianij of Ciuebec which threatens to be 
more serious than the school <|ue.stion 
ever was. Facts are daily coming to 
light wliich show that Laurier's du- 
plicity was more marked than at lii'st 
suspected. Conservatives who opposed 
Sir Cliarles Tapper because of his re- 
medial legislation policy now see that 
they were badly deceived. The famous 
m.mdement of the hierachy was 
used in Ontario to antagon ize the Pro- 
testants, while in tiuebec the Liberals 
made it their lever to gain power. 
Many go so far as to declare that some 
members of the liieraicliy were in league 
with l^anrier, who recently pledged him- 
self to do far more for the Manitoba 
minority than Sir (Miark's Topper ev<!r 
intended to do. Whether or not this be 
wit 11 foundatinn cannot be ))roved, but 
from reports to hand there is no deny- 
ing that several of the clergy in Quebec 
could not conceal the jubilation at 
Laurier's victory.
